The vagaries of needles which Lave 


been introduced in the body, and 
have escaped immediate removal, 
bave in all ages attracted the atten- 
tion of collectors of the marvellous 
in medicine. Hildanusrelated an in- 
stance of a woman who swallowed 
several j>ias and passed them six 
years afterward; bat a more remark- 
able instance of prolonged detention 
was lately recorded by Dr. Stephen- 
son of Detroit—that of a lady, aged 
seventy-five, who last year passed by 
the urethra, after some months' symp- 
toms of vesio»l irritation, a pin she 
•had swallowed while picking her 
teeth with it in the year 1833—forty- 
two years previously. 
Occasional 


pains in the throat was the only im- 
mediate symptom, but in 1K15 she 
was seized with severe gastric pain, 
which passed away, and she had no 
farther symptoms until hu>mataria 
in 1877. 


This carious toleration of such for- 


eign bodies exhibited by the tissues 
is often observed in lunatic asylums. 
M. Silvy recorded some years ago 
the caie of a woman who had a pen- 
chant for pins and needlea HO strong 
that shn made them, in effect, part of 
her daily diet, and, after her dnath, 
1,400 or 1,500 were removed from va- 
rious parts of the body. 


Another case, almost as striking. 


has been recorded by Dr. Gillette— 
that of a girl in whom, from time to 
time, needles were found beneath the 
•kin, which they perforated, and were 
removed by the anger* and forceps 
Concerning the way in which they 
had got into her system no inform-* 
tion could be extracted from her 
Sbo WM carefully watched, and in 
the course of eighteen months no 
less than 320 needles had been ex- 
tracted, all being of the same size.
